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REMARKS 

Claims 34-39 and 50-54 arc pending iii this applicatioiv Claims 34* 37» 50, 53 and 
54 iiavc been amended. Claims 34 and 37 arc the only independent claims. 

To ensure compliance with MPEP 608.01(b), Ihc Abslract ponion ofihe 
specification has been amended lo conform to the amended independent claims and also 
so as to be written in a single paragraph, requested in para[jraph 8 of the Action. 

Claims 34, 37, 50 and 54 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cohodar (IJS Patent No. 5,012^335) in -view ofRndo (JP 0<>1 83788). 

Claims 35, 36 and 3« stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpaicntable 
over Cohodar ami Endo and Grad (IJS Patent No. 5,794,125), 

Claim 39 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cohodar, Bndo and Roberts ct al. (US Patent No. 4»873JI I). 

Claims 5 1 and 52 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a.) as being unpatentable 
over Cohndar^ F.ndo and Reference U (Spread Spectrum Technology and Wireless 
Microphi)nc System). 

In light of the foregoing claim anKndmcnts and the following discussion, the 
rejecii«n<s arc respectfully traversed 

As set forth in each of independent Claims 34 and 37, as amended herein, a 
vehicle-mt^unled base station is provided in a vehicle-mounted video surveillance system 
that includes a viiiso rectmlinK device. The base slalion is ased with a wireless 
micmpliane lltal is opcra(ional-modc swilchablc in response lo an RF activation signal. 
The base station includes an input coupled to receive an operational status irignal from the 
video surveillance system indicative of an operational status of the video recording 
device. The base station also includes a controller coupled to the input to receive the 
operalinnal slalashHgnal and for generating an RF activation signal when the operational 
statwv si^al indicates lhat the vuleo recoidinn device is in a recording modc« ilie base 
station further includes an RF transmitter arranged for transmitting the RF activation 
signal to the wireless microphone to switch the wireless microphone into a transmit mode 
frinn a standby mode. 
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As acknowledged in ihe Action, Undo fails to teach or suggest a vchiclcmounicd 
vidcci survcilliincc system iu which the system includes an input coupled to m:eive m\ 
operational static sigiml from the video uurvdllance system indicative ofan operational 
siaius <>r the video recording device, a controller cx)upl«d to the input to a^i^cive the 
opemiinnal status signal and for generating im RF activation signal when Qic operational 
stalusi signal indicates that the video recording device is in recording mode, and an RT" 
transmitter arranged for transmitting the RF acUvation signal to the wireless microphone 
to switch the wirclcss microphone into a transmit mode from a standby mode. 

For at least the tbrcgotng reason. Applicants believe that each of independent 
Claims 34 and 37 is patentable over ihe urt of record. Dependent Claims 35, 36, 38, 39 
and 50-54 are beUcvcd to be clearly paieniaWe for all of the reasons indicated above with 
refect to Claims 34 and 37, one or the other frtim which they depend, and even further 
distinguish over the cited references by reciting additional limitations.
